Compared to last week, feeder steers and heifers sold steady to
5.00 higher, with some instances of up to 10.00 higher. The sup-
ply of feeders was moderate. Most areas dried out enough to get
cattle out and to town this week. Demand was moderate to good.
USDA perspective planting report caused grain prices to spike
mid-week but they settled down to end the week only slightly
higher. Cattle futures lost ground, but that was not inline of the
actual cash markets. Feedlot managers finally saw some good
gains in the market this week. As of the last report Friday after-
noon, about 72k head were reported with live prices at 117.00-
121.00 and dressed from 188.00-190.00. Boxed beef cutouts saw
big gains this week. Choice closed Friday at 252.85, up 15.19
and select closed at 246.97, up 19.20 compared to last week. De-
mand for beef has been really good, as grilling season approach-
es and the food industry starts to reopen. Many farmers got in the
fields over the weekend and the first reports of corn planting
came in. If the weather holds, planting will quickly gain steam,
which will shift some farmers focus for a few weeks. The Mis-
souri Stocker Formula consists of 6450 head with a weighted
average weight of 540.86 lbs. and a price value of 169.31, up
3.32 from last week.

Afternoon National Slaughter Cattle Review for 04/02/21

So far for Friday in Nebraska and Western Cornbelt negotiated cash trad-
ing and demand have been moderate. Thus far for the week in Nebraska,
live purchases have traded mostly 2.00 higher at 118.00, with a few up to
121.80. Dressed purchases, compared to Thursday, traded steady to 2.00
higher at 190.00. In the Western Cornbelt, compared to Thursday, live
purchases traded 1.00-2.00 higher from 119.00-120.00 and dressed pur-
chases traded 2.00 higher at 190.00. Thus far for Friday in the Southern
Plains and Colorado negotiated cash trading has been mostly inactive on
light demand. Not enough purchases in these regions for a market trend.
Thursday in the Southern Plains saw live purchases at 117.00. Last week
in Colorado live purchases traded at 116.00.

PROSPECTIVE PLANTINGS 03/31/21
Corn planted area for all purposes in 2021 is estimated at 91.1
million acres, up less than 1 percent or an increase of 325,000 acres
from last year. Compared with last year, planted acreage is ex-
pected to ge up or unchanged in 24 of the 48 estimating States.
Soybean planted area for 2021 is estimated at 87.6 million
acres, up 5 percent from last year. Compared with last year, planted
acreage is up or unchanged in 23 of the 29 estimating States. All
wheat planted area for 2021 is estimated at 46.4 million acres,
u{) 5 percent from 2020. This represents the fourth lowest all wheat
planted area since records began in 1919. The 2021 winter wheat
planted area, at 33.1 million acres, is up 9 percent from last year
and up 3 percent from the previous estimate. Of this total, about
23.2 million acres are Hard Red Winter, 6.42 million acres are Soft
Red Winter, and 3.48 million acres are White Winter. Area ex-
pected to be planted to other spring wheat for 2021 is estimated at
11.7 million acres, down 4 percent from 2020. Of this total, about
10.9 million acres are Hard Red Spring wheat. Durum planted area
for 2021 is expected to total I.SX million acres, down 9 percent
from the previous year. All cotton planted area for 2021 is estimat-
ed at 12.8 million acres, down less than 1 percent from last year.
Upland area is estimated at 11.9 million acres, up slightly from
2020. American Pima area is estimated at 142,000 acres, down 30

percent from 2020.
GRAIN STOCKS

Corn stocks in all positions on March 1, 2021 totaled 7.70 bil-
lion bushels, down 3 percent from March 1, 2020. Of the total
stocks, 4.04 billion bushels were stored on farms, down 9 percent
from a year earlier. Off-farm stocks, at 3.66 billion bushels, are up
S percent from a year ago. The December 2020 - February 2021
indicated disappearance is 3.59 billion bushels, compared with
3.38 billion bushels during the same period last year. Soybeans
stored in all positions on March 1, 2021 totaled 1.56 billion bush-
els, down 31 percent from March 1, 2020. Soybean stocks stored
on farms are estimated at 594 million bushels, down 41 percent
from a year ago. Off-farm stocks, at 970 million bushels, are down
22 percent from last March. Indicated disappearance for the De-
cember 2020 - February 2021 quarter totaled 1.38 billion bushels,
up 39 percent from the same period a year earlier. All wheat stored
in all positions on March 1, 2021 totaled 1.31 billion bushels, down
7 percent from a year ago. On-farm stocks are estimated at 284
million bushels, down 16 percent from last March. Off-farm
stocks, at 1.03 billion bushels, are down 4 percent from a year ago.
The December 2020 - February 2021 in(ficated disappearance is
388 million bushels, 9 percent below the same period a year earlier.
Durum wheat stocks in all positions on March 1, 2021 totaled
42.7 million bushels, down 17 percent from a year ago. On-farm
stocks, at 22.6 million bushels, are down 4 percent from March 1,
2020. Off-farm stocks totaled 20.1 million bushels, down 28 per-
cent from a year ago. The December 2020 - February 2021 indicat-
ed disappearance of 18.9 million bushels is 46 percent above the
same period a year earlier.
